It was a solution 
of the growing problem of freeing Army 
training agencies from the routine of ad- 
ministrative detail. The new organization 
made it possible to focus attention on 
training, and at a very opportune time, 
for the Army-was then expanding rapidly. 
The training activities of OCAFF fall 
into two general categories: the develop- 
ment and preparation of doctrine on the 
tactical and technical employment of ele- 
ments of the Field Army, and the formu- 
lation of training policy and supervision 
of the execution of training programs. 
During the rapid expansion of the 
Army, following passage of the Selective 
Service Act of 1948, application of OCAFF 
training policy was demonstrated on a 
large scale. In placing the machinery of 
expansion in operation, the proven meth- 
ods of securing qualified cadres were of 
inestimable value. Orientation of training 


| division commanders and key members 


of their staffs was initiated at an early 
date. This was an important first step 
Since it was during this orientation that 
emphasis could be placed on the need 
for proper familiarization of all cadre per- 
sonnel with the best training methods. 
During this period, the principles of good 
leadership and the instructor-trainee re- 
lationship employed so successfully at the 
Universal Military Training Experimental

Navy Admiral Named

| tor of the Joint Staff, Joint Chiefs of 
| Staff, on 20 Sept., will become Deputy 


Chief of Staff for Plans and Combat Oper- 
ations, Department of the Army. 
Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson 


| has announced that Rear Adml. Arthur 


C. Davis, USN, will succeed General 
Gruenther as Director of the Joint Staff. 
Admiral Davis has been a member of the 
Joint Strategic Survey Committee of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff since 15 Oct., 1945. 

General Gruenther has been in his 
present assignment as Director of the 
Joint Staff since Oct. 1947. The Joint 
Staff consists of officers who serve as the 
staff for the Joint Chiefs of Staff in the 
preparation of strategic and logistic plans 
for our military forces. It is expected the 
term of the Director of the Joint Staff 
will be a two-year tour and the position 
will rotate among the three services. 

General Gruenther succeeds Lt. Gen. 
Albert C. Wedemeyer as Deputy Chief of 
Staff for. Plans and Combat Operations. 
As previously announced by the Depart- 
ment of the Army, General Wedemeyer 
will succeed General Mark W. Clark as 
Commanding General of the Sixth Army. 
The latter officer will Command the Army 
Field Forces. 

During the period of his service over- 
seas General Gruenther was Chief of 
Staff of the Fifth Army and later Chief 
of Staff of the 15th Army Group. He took 
part in the North African campaign in 
the fall of 1942, and in the Italian cam- 
paign from the Salerno landing on Sep- 
tember 9, 1943 until the German sur- 
render in Italy on May 2, 1945. 

Admiral Davis was Operations Officer 
on the staff of Admiral Ernest J. King 
while he was Commander in Chief of the 
U. S. Fleet. Later he was Chief of Staff, 
during 1944 and 1945, to Admiral Ray- 
mond A. Spruance in the Pacific.

Army Permanent Promotions 


The Army this week announced plans 
to convene selection boards to consider 
approximately 1500 officers for perma- 
nent promotion to the ranks of captain, 
major and lieutenant colonel. The pro- 
motions will be made effective on or 
about 1 Jan. to fill existing vacancies and 
later in 1950 for those officers selected 
for promotion but for whom there are no 
present vacancies. 

The following are the approximate 
numbers to be considered for promotion 
in each category: 

Army Promotion List: major to lieutenant 
colonel, 600; captain to major, 350; and first 
lieutenant to captain, 250. 

Judge Advocate General's Promotion List: 
major to It. col., 15; capt. to major, 5; first 
It. to capt, 1. 

Chaplain’s Promotion List: major to It. 
col., 10: capt. to major, 10; and first It. to 
capt., none. 

Medical Corps: major to It. col., 50; capt. 
to major, 10; first It. to capt., 120. 

Dental Corps: major to It. col., 15; capt. to 
major, 10; and first It. to capt., none. 

Veterinary Corps: major to It. col., none; 
capt. to major, 10; first It. to capt., none. 

Medical Service Corps: major to It. col., 20; 
capt. to major, 60; and first It. to capt., 10. 

This will mark the second round of 
permanent promotions under the Officer 
Personnel Act of 1947. 

During the first round of permanent 
promotions under the Officer Personnel 
Act, the pass-over rate was as follows: 
For promotion to permanent lieutenant 
colonel on the Army Promotion List, 588 
names were considered and 528 were 
selected, a pass-over ratio of almost 11 
per cent; for promotion to major, 947 
were selected from among 1,040 candi- 
dates, which means that 89 per cent 
were passed over; and for promotion 
to captain, the pass-over rate was

Senate May Approve 
Pay Bill Next Week 


The Military Pay Bill will probably 
be finally acted upon by the Senate early 
next week. Arrangements were being 
made late this week to bring up this bill, 
as well as the measure to provide salary 
increases for cabinet members and other 
civilian Government officials, on Monday 
or Tuesday. This will necessitate laying 
aside the Reciprocal Trade Agreements 
Bill now pending in the Senate, which 
will probably be debated at great length. 

The proposal to bring up the Military 
Pay Bill for early action followed the re- 
ceipt of a strong letter from General 
Omar N. Bradley, Chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, urging the early enact- 
ment of the bill. General Bradley’s letter, 
the text of which is published in adjoin- 
ing columns, was addressed to Senator 
Scott B. Lucas (D-IIl.), majority leader. 
The General asked the Senator to give 
this particular legislation every oppor- 
tunity at his command in the Senate. 

General Bradley said that he had ar- 
rived at the inescapable conclusion that 
either we place the Armed Services in 
a better position to attract and retain 
competent personnel by the enactment of 


| the Pay Bill, or that we accept a pro- 


gressive downgrading of the caliber of 
those in the Service. He pointed out that 
the international position of the country 
made the acceptance of the latter alter- 
native hazardous in the extreme. 

In his letter General Bradley said the 
men and women in the Armed Forces 
had been waiting four years for an equi- 
table adjustment of the pay scale. In the 
minds of the members of the Services and 
their families, General Bradley said, the 
situation has become a mark of uncer- 
tainty as to the regard which the Con- 
gress and the people hold for those in the 
Service. 

Senator Lucas, who has repeatedly 
given assurances that the Pay Bill will 
definitely come up for final action at this 
session of Congress, placed General Brad- 


| ley’s letter in the Congressional Record. 


Because of the great reliance of mem- 
bers of Congress in the judgement of the 
Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
the letter will surely carry great weight. 

In view of the fact that the effective 
date of the bill is 1 October the question 
has arisen as to administrative difficul- 
ties that might arise if the bill is not 
passed until late this month. However, 
finance officers of the Services are pre- 
pared for such a contingency and antici- 
pate no serious difficulty in putting the 
measure into effect on the date specified, 
even though it may not be enacted until 
1 October. Regulations have been drafted 
and kept current. In case the bill is 
amended the necessary changes can be 
quickly made. Detailed pay charts and 
tables have been prepared for immediate 
transmittal to the field as soon as the 
bill is approved. While the Military Pay 
Bill would become effective on 1 Oct.

Lt. Gen. Harold R. Bull, USA, is Com- 
mandant of the College. Maj. Gen. Ly- 
man L. Lemnitzer, USA, a former Deputy 
Commandant, has been replaced by Rear 
Adm. George C. Dyer, USN, formerly in 
the Office of the Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions. Maj. Gen. Otto P. Weyland, USAF, 
is the other Deputy. Deputy for Foreign 
Affairs is Mr. Elbridge Durbrow, formerly 
Counsellor of Embassy in Moscow. 

The enrollment in this year’s class in- 
cludes the following representation from 
government departments and agencies: 
31 officers from the various branches of 
the Department of the Army, 31 ollicers 
of the United States Air Force, 30 officers 
of the Department of the Navy, including

The President sent to the Senate this

Court of Inquiry 


Under Secretary of the Navy Dan A. 
Kimball told a Navy Court of Inquiry this 
week that he had made a mistake when 
he testified last month before the Con- 
gressional committee investigating the 
“anonymous” B-36 document written by 
his assistant, Mr. Cedric R. Worth. 

The admission came after Rear Adm. 
Thomas B. Inglis, Chief of Naval Intelli- 
gence, told the court that Mr. Kimball 
had never ordered the O.N.I. to make an 
investigation of the document. 

Mr. Kimball said that he had erred on 
two points of testimony before the Con- 
gressional committee. He said that he 
asked for a probe of the document in May, 
rather than in April as he had previsouly 
stated, and that the officer with whom he 
discussed the investigation was Vice Adm. 
John D. Price, rather than Admiral Inglis. 

Admiral Price later took the stand and 
told the Court that he had no recollection 
that Mr. Kimball had ever approached 
him about the document, or asked for an 
investigation. 

Earlier the Court, composed of Admiral 
Thomas C. Kincaid, Chairman, Vice Adm. 
D. B. Beary, and Rear Adm. G. B. Davis, 
heard testimony that President Truman 
had been talked out of dismissing Air 
Force Secretary Symington in 1948 by the 
intervention of the late Secretary of De- 
fense James Forrestal. The testimony was 
given by Hugh L. Hanson, a Navy aero- 
nautical engineer, who said that the in- 
formation had been given to him by Mr. 
Forrestal, and that he, in turn, had. re- 
peated it to Mr. Worth, admitted author 
of the B-36 document. At his press con- 
ference on Thursday, President Truman 
stated that he had never heard of the 
proposed dismissal. 

Both Hanson and Comdr. Thomas D. 
Davies, a Navy aviator, told the Court 
that they had provided Worth with some 
of the material in the document, but 
stated that they did not know the purpose 
for which it was intended. 

Commander Davies, pilot of the Navy’s 
“Truculent Turtle” on the record-break- 
ing 1946 flight across the Pacific, was 
questioned at considerable length by 
Capt. Sanford B. Wood, Judge Advocate 
of the Court, during the first day’s testi- 
mony. He testified that Mr. Worth, at the 
time the document was prepared, was his 
superior at the Navy Department, and 
that he had provided the suspended Navy 
official with information on technical 
aviation matters. He said that he was 
present when Mr. Glenn L. Martin, Chair- 
man of the Board of the Glenn L. Martin 
Company, Baltimore, had discussed some 
of the information in the anonymous 
document with Mr. Worth, but declared 
that he did not know how the meeting 
between the two was arranged. 

Recalled to the witness chair on the 
second day, Commander Davies was again 
questioned about the meeting. He said 
that he could not recall details of the 
conference. Admiral Kincaid interrupted 
to say that perhaps he could help the 
Commander recall some of the discussion 
matters, mentioning technical aspects of 
the B-36, “whether it was good or not,” 
Air Force cancellation of contracts, stra- 
tegic bombing, “and the impact on the 
Navy of the developments.” Admiral 
Kincaid asked: “Were any of these things 
discussed?” to which Davies replied: “It 
is my impression that practically all of 
them were.” 

Captain Wood again brought up the 
question of how the meeting with Martin 
was arranged. “Since you testified before 
the Court the other day,” he asked 
Davies, “do you have a better impression 
of how that meeting was arranged?” 
Commander Davies said that he had no 
idea how it was arranged. 

This testimony was later refuted by 
another witness, Mr. Harold G. Mosier, 
Washington representative of the Martin 
Company, who testified that he had been 
notified by one of the company’s sales- 
men, late in the evening of 12 April 1949, 
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that Commander Davies had been we 
tempting to get in touch with him. He 
said he called Commander Davies at a 
number the salesman gave him. 

Mr. Mosier related how he had ar- 
ranged a luncheon date for the following 
day attended by Mr. Worth, Commander 
Davies and himself. Mr. Worth, he said, 
“asked me what Mr. Martin thought 
about a number of things, detailing to me 
some of the rumors that were current at 
that time, and asked me to talk to Mr. 
Martin about them.” It developed, he said, 
that Commander Davies was going to Bal- 
timore that evening, and Mr. Mosier sug- 
gested that if that was the case he could 
arrange an appointment with Mr. Martin 
that afternoon. 

Mid-way in the Mosier testimony, Cap- 
tain Wood called for a short recess, dur- 
ing which time he recalled Commander 
Davies and informed him that “Evidence 
has been introduced which now makes 
it necessary for you to be declared an 
interested party.” He advised the Navy 
flier that he would be permitted to obtain 
counsel for himself and to sit in on all 
remaining sessions of the court. 

Mr. Martin, called to the stand late 
Thursday, submitted a prepared state- 
ment in which he said, “It is my distinct 
recollection that the only subject which 
was brought up (at the meeting) on 
which I supplied any such information 
was the matter of the threatened termi- 
nation of our turret contracts during the 
war and the transfer of that business 
to the Emerson Electric Company. He 
(Mr. Worth) had heard somewhere—not 
from me—that there had been such an 
incident and asked me about it.” 

The aircraft board chairman said that 
toward the end of the discussion, “Mr. 
Worth stated that a compilation of ma- 
terial on some of the reports and rumors 
which had been of interest to him was 
being made and I told him that, if they 
had the facts, I would be interested in 
reading such a compilation when it was 
completed.” Mosier had testified earlier 
that he suggested that a copy be pro- 
vided for Senator Tydings. Both Mr. 
Martin and Mr. Mosier denied that they 
know Mr. Worth was the author of the 
document. 

Mr. Martin said that he had never 
heard of the document or its preparation 
before its mention by Mr. Worth in “our 
meeting of 13 April 1949” and that he 
“had no part whatsoever in instigating 
or suggesting it.” 

One of the witnesses called on the 
second day was Capt. David L. McDonald, 
Kimball’s naval aide. He pointed out that 
Worth was “acting properly” if he asked 
any Navy personnel for classified infor- 
mation, and that they were right in giv- 
ing it to him.

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General Parks Assumes Duties 


Maj. Gen. Floyd L. Parks on 6 Sept. as- 
sumed his recently announced assignment 
as Chief, Public Information Division, De- 
partment of the Army. 

In his new capacity General Parks, who 
has been Deputy Commander, U. S. Army, 
Pacific with headquarters in Hawaii, re- 
places the late Maj. Gen. Vernon E. 
Prichard, who died in an éxplosion on a 
cabin cruiser in Washington on 10 July. 

General Parks has had prior service as 
Chief of the Army Public Informa- 
tion Division and is well known among 
Washineton newspapermen. He hele the 
same position from 15 Dec. 1945 untii 23 
Aug. 1948, when he was transferred to the 

-acific Army Command. 

A graduate of Clemson College, Gen- 
eral Parks, who is 53 years old, wa* com- 
missioned a temporary second lieutenant, 
Corps of Engineers, in Feb. 1918. He re- 
ceived a Master of Science degree in Me- 
chanical Engineering from Yale Univer- 
sity in 1924. He also was graduated from 
the Infantry School, 1933; Command and 
Generali Staff School, 1935, and Army 
War College, 1940. 

In March, 1941, General Parks became As- 
sistant to the Assistant Chief of Staff for Op- 
erations and Training, G-3, of the 2d Ar- 
mored Division at Fort Benning, and the fol- 
lowing July reported for duty with General 
Headquarters, United States Army, Washing- 
ton, D. C., where he became Secretary, Gen- 
eral Staff, of the General Headquarters. In 
March 1942 he was appointed Deputy Chief of 
Staff of the Ground Forces, War Department, 
in Washington, D. C., and in June 1942 he be- 
came Chief of Staff at Headquarters of the 
Army Ground Forces, Washington, D. C. He 
served in this capacity until May 1943, when 
he was named Assistant Division Commander, 
69th Infantry Division, Camp Shelby. Miss. 

He retained the assignment until July 1944, 
when he went overseas to become Chief of 
Staff, Headquarters, First Allied Airborne 
Army, in the European Theater of Opera- 
tions, and served in that capacity throughout 
its military operations, foremost among which 
were the large scale aerial assault (three di- 
visions) on Holland, beginning 17 Sept. 1944, 
and the crossing of the Rhine River at Wesel 
24 March 1915 by the largest airborne force 
lifted in one day during the war 

Following the cessation of hostilities, the 
First Allied Airborne Army was disbanded, 
May 1915, and the U. S. element of it became 
the First Airborne Army under command of 
General Parks who was also designated Com- 
manding General of the United States Sector, 

terlin District. In this capacity he led the 
first U. S. troops into Berlin, 1 July 1945. In 
addition he made ali administrative arrange- 
ments for the U. S. contingent of the Potsdam 
Conference of the Big Three, 15 July-1 Aug. 
1915, and received an official commendation 
from President Truman for their excellence.

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Army Finance Course 

A new course of instruction designed 
by the Army Finance Department for 
personnel trained at the post-graduate 
level of education will be conducted by 
the Army Finance School, St. Louis, Mo. 

Announcement of the course, to be con- 
ducted in conjunction with the training 
program at leading universities, was 
made by Maj. Gen. Eugene M. Foster, 
Chief of Finance, as the current class 
of the Finance Officer Advanced Course 
opened at the school. This marks the first 
time that technical material used in the 
curriculum, which parallels that offered 
for graduate study at leading educational 
institutions in the field of business ad- 
ministration, has been combined with 
general military subjects. 

Opening exercises at the Finance 
School featured an address by Gen- 
eral Foster on the history of the 
Finance Department. Other officers who 
spoke at the opening exercises in- 
cluded Brig. Gen. Emmett J. Bean, Com- 
mandant of the Army Finance School, 
who introduced General Foster; Lt. Col. 
William C. Haneke, FD, Deputy Com- 
mandant of the school and Lt. Col. John 
C. Lackas, FD, Assistant Commandant. 

Lasting approximately 10 months, the 
Advanced Course is designed to broaden 
the financial and fiscal training of the 
selected officers and to enhance their 
managerial capabilities by teaching es- 
tablished principles and practices of 
financial administration and _ scientific 
business management. 

The curriculum will include areas of 
economic activities such as international 
finance, monetary and fiscal policies, 
banking, budgeting and public finance; 
principles and practices of management 
and other courses. During the latter part 
of the course, it is contemplated that all 
students will participate in the 1950 Map 
Maneuver, designated Exercise Log Lee. 
This maneuver is designed to afford stu- 
dents an opportunity to participate as 
members of a team in a high logistical 
command.

Lackas, M.A., Ph.D., New York Univer- 
sity, L.L.B., L.L.M., Newark University, 
JS.D., St. Johns University; Maj. Rob-

The Naval budget will be “a , 
one for a long time.” Admiral Louis E. 
Denfeld, Chief of Naval Operations, told 
members of the Fleet Reserve Association 
in Annapolis last week-end. 

Addressing the 22d National Conven- 
tion of the F.R.A., Admiral Denfeld said 
that U. S. economy “cannot stand large 
armaments,” adding that the recently an- 
nounced cutbacks are “in the interest of 
getting the best and most efficient op- 
érations we can possibly get.” 

Pay scales will go up he predicted. “We 
are not going to have the same quantity 
of personnel, but we must have quality,” 
he said. 

Admiral Denfeld urged the F.R.A. to 
“tell the people what the Navy needs and 
what for.” The Naval services, he snid 
may not be “so glamorous as some of the 
others, but it is up to you to see that 
the Navy is put before the country in a 
proper light.” 

Lt. Joseph E. Linskey, General Conven- 
tion Chairman, delivered the welcoming 
address to the more than 400 delegates 
from all parts of the United States and 
tts Territorial possessions. He then in- 
troduced Admiral Denfeld, who was the 
principal speaker for the occasion. Other 
speakers on the program included Rear 
Adm. James L. Holloway, jr., Superintend- 
ent of the Naval Academy, and Com- 
mander Elliott Loughlin, Acting Com- 
manding Officer of the U. S. Naval Sta- 
tion, Annapolis.

Former Deputy Commander of the 
Western Sea Frontier and Deputy Com- 
mander of the Pacific Reserve Fleet, Ad- 
miral Redman served aboard the battle- 
ship Texas during World War I. operat- 
ing with the Grand Fleet in European 
waters. During World War II he was 
Communications Officer on the staff of 
Admiral Nimitz, and later commanded 
the battleship Massachusetts. In each of 
these assignments he was decorated with 
the Legion of Merit. 

Admiral Stone. Chief of Naval Com- 
munications since Jan. 1946, served 
aboard the USS Cleveland during the first 
World War. At the time of the Pearl 
Harbor attack, he was executive officer 
of the USS California. He later assumed 
command of the battleship Wisconsin, 
and in 1945 was transferred in the rank 
of Commodore to duty as Assistant Chief 
of Staff for Communications on the Staff 
of the Commander in Chief of the Pacific 
Fleet. For his services in the latter as- 
signment he was awarded the Legion of 
Merit. 

Admiral Boone had service during 
World War I as a Midshipman aboard the 
USS Ohio, operating with the Atlantic 
Fleet, during the summer of 1918. He was 
graduated from the Naval Academy in 
1920, with the Class of 1921. As executive 
officer of the USS Enterprise during 
World War II, he participated in the 
battles of Midway, Guadalcanal-Tulagi, 
the Eastern Solomons and Santa Cruz. 
His decorations include the Silver Star 
and the Legion of Merit. Since Dec. 1947 
he has served as Assistant Chief of Naval 
Operations for Strategic Plans.

Navy Patrol Plane 

The first of 19 P4M-1 Mercators, new 
long-range patrol planes on order by the 
Navy, was put through its initial flight 
tests last week at the Glenn L. Martin 
Company airport, Baltimore. 

Powered by two fet and two reciprocat- 
ing engines, the Mercator is designed for 
long over-water patrols, minelaying, an4 
photographic reconnaissance. Its first 
flight, on 31 Aug., was described as un- 
eventful and routine by Pilot O. E. Tibbs, 
Martin flight director. All four engines 
were used in the flight. 

A land-based plane, the Mercator has 
a takeoff weight of more than 80,000 
pounds, a range of over 2,000 miles and a 
maximum speed in excess of 300 miles an 
hour. It carries a crew of nine, an arma- 
ment load in excess of 14,000 pounds, and 
is completely electronically equipped. The 
new plane’s wing span is 114 feet, and its 
length is 85 feet. 

The Mercator’s two Allison J-33 jet en- 
gines, housed in the same nacelles as the 
reciprocating engines, give the plane ex- 
tra bursts of speed in combat and on take- 
off. The Pratt and Whitney Wasp Major 
reciprocating engines are used for normal 
cruising. The Mercator is the first Navy 
patrol plane in which the two types of 
power have been combined.

Use of Official Planes 


What started out to be an apparent dis- 

te between Secretary of Defense Louis 

hnson and Senator Elmer Thomas, (D- 
Okla.) Chairman of an armed services 
subcommittee, of the Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee, ended in harmony this 
week. 

Senator Thomas had asked that an Air 
Force plane take some members of the 
subcommittee on an inspection flight 
around the world. Secretary Johnson 
gaid in his reply that it would be cheaper 
if the Senators traveled via commercial 
aircraft from Europe to the Middle and 
Far East. 

Secretary Johnson commented: 

“The Air Force estimates that it costs $130 
an hour to keep a four-engine aircraft aloft, 
and that, on a trip of six or seven weeks’ 
duration, the cost to the government for such 
@ special flight easily can exceed $25,000. It 
fs this cost, coupled with my feeling that 
our aircraft should be on military duty and 
that we should avoid in every way possible 
competing with and reducing the revenues 
of our private air carriers, that impels me 
tw offer you an alternative suggestion for the 
travel of those members of the Committee 
who decide to travel around the world. 

“As you know, we long ago discontinued 
our scheduled runs beyond Cairo, and no 
longer operate any fields or bases between 
Saudi Arabia and the Philippines. However, 
there is a very adequate network of commer- 
dial airlines in Europe capable of doing the 
transport job suggested from Europe to the 
Middle and Far East. One of the American 
earriers, Pan American World Airways, makes 
stops In Frankfurt, Munich and Istanbul, and 
proceeds on around the world to Tokyo. Addi- 
tonally, Trans-World Airlines flies through 
Paris to Geneva, Cairo, Dhahren and Kara- 
chi. The cost of one individual passage from 
Frankfurt to Tokyo is $867. Even if as many 
as eight members of your Committee decided 
fo take the trip eastward the total cost by 
commercial carriers would be less than $7,000 
to Tokyo, at which point they could return 
to the United States on our daily scheduled 
Military Air Transport Service. 

“Preliminary studies made by my staff in- 
dicate that almost al! of the areas to which 
you referred in your letter can be reached by 
connecting commercial carriers, and, further, 
that almost all of the necessary arrangements 
for such travel can be made in Washington 
with representatives of Pan American or 
Trans-World Airlines. 

“For the above stated reasons, I would ap- 
preciate consideration being given to the pos- 
gibilities of the use of the commercial fa- 
cilities for that part of the trip which will 
proceed eastward around the world from Ger- 
many or Greece to Tokyo." 

Senator Thomas was less than enthu- 
@astic at Secretary Johnson’s suggestion 
concerning use of commercial aircraft. He 
femanded that the Department of De- 
fense supply him with a list of civilians 
— have used military aircraft since 1 
an. 

But after a meeting with Under Secre- 
tary of Defense Stephen T. Early, Senator 
Thomas said there had been a “misunder- 
standing.” He said he had withdrawn his 
request for such a list. Then, Secretary 
Zohnson issued the following directive on 
policy for the use of military aircraft: 

“For trips that are in the national interest 
and necessary to the conduct of Government 
business, military aircraft may be used by 
authorized officials of the Federal Govern- 
ment. This applies to officials of the Depart- 
ment of Defense to the same extent, and in 
the same manner, that it applies to officials 
of other Government agencies. 

“The more detailed statement of policy on 
this subject, which was promulgated on 31 

. 1948, remains in effect. Among other 
things, this policy provides as follows: ‘Re- 
Quests for travel, without reimbursement, by 
members of the Congress or high government 
Officials, whose travel is primarily of official 
Concern to the National Military Establish- 
ment (now the Department of Defense) 
Should be screened and approved by the 
Chairman of the Congressional Committee (or 
military subcommittee, in the case of the Ap- 
Propriations Committees) upon which the 
member of Congress is serving or, in the case 
of officials of other government agencies, the 
head of the governmental department to 
which the official is attached, and the request 
then forwarded, preferably in writing, hy 
such Committee Chairman or departmeng 
Mc o 

‘The requests referred to in the passage 
set out above will be acted on as speedily as 
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possible, and on a just and equitable basis. 
The statement of a Committee Chainman or 
department head that a trip is in the na- 
tional interest and necessary to the conduct 
of Government business will normally be a 
sufficient basis for approval of the requested 
trip. 
‘“‘Where a trip is in the national interest 
and necessary to the conduct of Government 
business but is not primarily of official con- 
cern to the Department of Defense, normal 
governmental appropriation and expenditure 
procedures apply, and in such cases the De- 
partment of Defense is reimbursed by the de- 
partment or agency primarily concerned with 
the trip.”’

Maximum Leave Accumulation 

With the case in point of an overage 
leave-payment to Lt. Gen. Allen H. Turn- 
age, USMC, by the Navy Department and 
because “it is understood that the other 
branches of the Armed Forces are apply- 
ing such maximum 60-day limitation in 
the same manner as the Department of 
the Navy,” the Comptroller General has 
called the attention of the Secretary of 
Defense to the need of appropriate “cor- 
rective action” in relation to the man- 
ner of figuring authorized leave. 

In an official digest of decision B-84463, 
the Comptroller General states: 

“In applying the provisions of section 3(b) 
of the Armed Forces Leave Act of 1946, pro- 
hibiting the accumulation or crediting ‘‘at 
any time’’ of leave in excess of 60 days, to 
members of the Armed Forces who have ac- 
cumulated the maximum of 60 days’ leave, 
no further leave may be regarded as being 
accumulated until such 60 days has been re- 
duced by the actual taking of leave, so that 
leave taken actually should be charged as of 
that time against the 60-day accumulation, 
instead of permitting an interim accumula- 
tion of leave in excess of 60 days which may 
be used for leave purposes.”’ 

Inustrative of the provisions of section 
3 of the Armed Forces Leave Act of 1946, 
(60 stat. 963), the Comptroller General 
states: 

“In the particular case here involved it 
appears from a copy of orders dated 12 Dec. 
1947, that General Turnage had 60 days’ ac- 
crued leave to his credit on 30 June, 1947, 
and that he was granted 35 days’ leave from 
27 Nov. to 31 Dec. 1947, both dates inclusive. 
Under the Navy method of computation he 
was pald for 40 days’ leave immediately after 
having used 35 days’ leave, or a total of 75 
days, notwithstanding the statutory prohi- 
bition against a leave credit of more than 
60 days ‘at any time.’ Under that prohibition 
he could have had no more than 60 days’ leave 
to his credit when he went on leave 27 Nov. 
1947, for 35 days. Such 35 days’ leave taken 
reduced his credit to 25 days, plus not more 
than 3 days’ leave accruing during such 35 
days, or a total of 28 days, instead of the 40 
days for which he was paid upon retirement 
1 Jan. 1948. It thus seems clear that the Navy 
method of computation resulted in an over- 
payment to General Turnage for 12 days’ 
leave, in the amount of $374.80, contrary to 
the plain terms of the statute. The Audit Di- 
vision of this office has been instructed ac- 
cordingly to withhold credit in the account of 
the disbursing officer for the amount of such 
overpayment and to take like action in al! 
similar cases.”’

Gen. Clayton C. Jerome, Director 
of Marine Corps Public Information, Re- 
cruiting and History, made an official visit 
recently to the Marine Corps Recruit 
Depot at Parris Island, S .C., where he 
addressed the graduating members of the 
15th Recruiters’ Class.

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Air Generals Reassigned 


The retirement of Maj. Gen. Albert F. 
Hegenberger, USAF, Chief of the Special 
Weapons Group in the Office of the As- 
sistant Deputy Chief of Staff, Operations, 
for Atomic Energy was announced this 
week by the Air Force. 

At the same time, four other air gen- 
erals received routine reassignments. 

Maj. Gen. Caleb V. Haynes, formerly 
Inspector General of Miltary Air Trans- 
port Service at Andrews AFB, Washing- 
ton, D. C., has been named Deputy Com- 
mander for Service at MATS. His replace- 
ment as Inspector General has not been 
named. 

Maj. Gen. Richard C. Lindsay, formerly 
Deputy Director of Plans and Operations 
in the office of the Deputy Chief of Staff, 
Operations, has been assigned to the Of- 
fice of the Deputy Chief of Staff, Opera- 
tions, for special duties. 

Brig. Gen. Joseph Smith, Chief of the 
Plans Division in the Office of the Deputy 
Chief of Staff, Operations, will replace 
General Lindsay as Deputy Director of 
Plans and Operations. 

Brig. Gen. William A. Matheny, former- 
ly assigned to the U.S. Military Advisory 
and Planning Group in Greece, will be 
assigned as Chief of Staff of Continental 
Air Command's Eastern Defense Division 
at Mitchel AFB, Hempstead, N. Y. 

A native of Boston, Mass., General Heg- 
enberger was Chief of Staff of the 14th 
Air Force and later commanded the 10th 
Air Force in the China Theater of Op- 
erations during the war. Following the 
war he returned to Washington for a brief 
assignment with the AAF Officers Selec- 
tion Committee and then returned to the 
Pacific area where he became Command- 
ing General of the First Air Division. 

He assumed his duties with the Special 
Weapons Group in December, 1947. He 
holds the Distinguished Service Medal, 
Legion of Merit and Distinguished Fly- 
ing Cross with one Oak Leaf Cluster, and 
is rated as a Command Pilot, Combat 
Observer, and Aircraft Observer. 


AF Medical Promotions 


In addition to the approximately 520 
Air Force lieutenant colonels who will be 
considered by a forthcoming selection 
board for promotion to the rank of per- 
manent colonel, about 13 officers of the 
Air Force Medical Service also will be 
eligible for promotion to permanent colo- 
nel, 

The board to select permanent colonels 
is slated to meet on or about 19 Sept. at 
USAF Headquarters. The eligibility list 
for promotion list permanent lieutenant 
colonels extends down to No. 1190A— Col. 
Albert A. Shumsky. 

Whereas these promotion list officers 
need 14 years of promotion list service 
before 1 Jan. 1950, the criterion for pro- 
motion to permanent colonel of doctors, 
dentists, veterinarians and medical serv- 
ice corps officers is 23 years’ service before 
1 July 1950. 
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Air Foree Uniform Changes 


General Hoyt S. Vandenberg, USAF, 
Chief of Staff, has authorized the op- 
tional wear by officers and airmen of 
white shirts and black ties with square 
end with the new Air Force winter semi- 
dress and dress uniform, shade 84, after 
1700 hours. Shirts are to be plain with 
regular standup collar. 

Additionally, white shirts and black 
bow ties with square ends have been au- 
thorized for officers when wearing the 
winter semi-dress and dress uniform, 
shade 8&4, at functions where evening 
dress is required. 

In a further uniform change, the Air 
Force will shortly authorize a garrison 
type flight cap for issue to airmen and 
for optional wear by officers. The braid 
of these caps, according to an unofficial 
report, will be dark blue, shade 95, for 
airmen; bright silver for general officers 
and a weave of silver and dark blue for 
other officers. At USAF Headquarters, 
Air Force officials said that final plans 
for the adoption of the garrison type cap 
are now being completed. 

An Air Force source said also that the 
wearing of other than specification web 
belts and tropical worsted neckties will 
be authorized. Ties to be approved, it was 
said, include gabardine, rayon, hand- 


loomed wool and other suitable materials. 
Belts may be rubberized material in addi- 
tion to the web type, it was stated. 
However, despite the new changes, the 
Air Force repeatedly emphasizes that in 
all uniform items strict adherence to 
color specifications will be maintained. 


AF Vitalization Program 


The Air Force expects to publish short- 
ly a new regulation concerning criteria 
and procédures for effecting revocation 
of commissions, removal from the active 
list and demotion of officers on active 
duty. 

The changes are designed to simplify 
and expedite revocation action in the 
case of probationary officers and will 
enable commanders to “prosecute more 
fully” the AF Vitalization Program. 

A three-year probationary period will 
be established administratively for offi- 
cers of non-regular components on active 
duty. Non-regular officers with more than 
three years’ active Federal commissioned 
service will be subject to the same admin- 
istrative provisions of the vitalization 
regulations as are non-probationary 
regular officers.

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Trailers To Alaska for Housing 


The Air Force plans to ship 300 metal 
trailers by boat from Vancouver, Wash., 
during September to three Alaskan Air 
Command bases to help alleviate the 
critical shortage of housing for families 
of USAF personnel in the territory. They 
will be used primarily for housing fam- 
flies of enlisted men. 

The trailers will be allocated by Alas- 
kan Air Command to Elmendorf AFB, 
Anchorage, Alaska, and Ladd AFB and 
Eielson AFB, both at Fairbanks, Alaska. 

The family trailers are the standard, 
automobile-type purchased on the open 
market by the Public Housing Adminis- 
tration for use during the Vancouver, 
Washington and Portland, Oregon, flood 
emergency in May, 1948. Now declared 
excess to Public Housing Administration 
needs they were transferred without re- 
imbursement by P.H.A. to the USAF. The 
300 trailers were selected from a larger 
number of trailers available by repre- 
sentatives of Alaskan Air Command as 
suitable for use in the Alaskan climate. 
The trailers met all requirements as to 
insulation and heating. 

The Alaskan Air Command will pre- 
pare the necessary trailer camp sites at 
the three bases. The trailers will be con- 
sidered as public quarters as occupants 
will not be paid cash rental allowances. 

In addition to the 300 trailers, 17 bath- 
house units and nine laundry house units 
will be shipped to Alaskan Air Command 
to be used at the trailer camp sites. 


USAF Entrance Exam 


The Air Force’s Air University has de- 
veloped an “entrance” examination to be 
given to all USAF officer applicants prior 
to attendance at future classes of its 
regular course of the Air Command and 
Staff School, located at Maxwell AFB, 
Montgomery, Ala. The examination is de- 
signed as an additional entrance eligi- 
bility requirement for officers desiring 
further professional training at the 
school. 

Successful completion of the examina- 
tion will not mean automatic attendance 
at the Air Command and Staff School, 
but an officer must pass the examination 
before he will be permitted to attend. In 
addition, an officer must meet all other 
eligibility requirements before he will be 
permitted to take the examination, and, 
having passed it, must be selected to fill 
an assigned quota from his respective 
command. : 

The first of these examinations will be 
given at all USAF bases during the latter 
part of September to screen eligible 
applicants for the course beginning in 
January and July. It is planned that the 
examinations will be given annually at 
all Air Force installations, probably each 
September. This first examination is in- 
tended primarily to qualify officers for 
aitendance at the next two classes at the 
Air Command and Staff School.

HE visit of the Joint Chiefs of Staff to Alaska this week is of the greatest 

significance. The Alaskan peninsula, jutting far out into the North Pacific, al- 
most touches Siberia, and the Aleutian chain comes close to the Russian-occupied 
Kuriles, It is our most vulnerable outpost. In the possession of an enemy this great 
territory could provide bases from which air attacks could be launched against 
American industrial centers, paralyzing or crippling our vast productivity. For a 
generation Brig. Gen. Billy Mitchell and other pioneers of air warfare pointed to 
Alaska as the pathway of an invader. This theory was confirmed by Japan which 
seized some of the Aleutian Islands to serve as stepping stones to the North Ameri- 
can continent. Only the American counteroffensive in the South Pacific prevented 
the Japs from exploiting the foothold they had gained in the Far North. As of today, 
the invasion of Alaska by airborne troops would probably not be too difficult. Our 
forces are inadequate to cope with a large-scale attack. Our northern defenses 
should be strengthened as soon as practicable. The Alaskan garrison should be re- 
inforced, and continuous training exercises for air and ground troops in close and 
mutual support should be held. Anti-submarine measures should be taken to insure 
that sea communications with the west coast of the United States will always be 
kept open. The trip of the Joint Chiefs of Staff should serve to arouse the con- 
sciousness of the Congress and the public to our pressing military needs in Alaska. 


ITH the appropriations bills out of the way, the Senate should now proceed as 

soon as possible to the consideration of the long-pending Military Pay Bill. As 
General Omar N. Bradley, Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, points out in his 
letter to Senator Scott B. Lucas (D-Ill.), majority leader, early action on this bill 
is of the utmost importance to the morale of our Armed Forces. Mr. Lucas and 
other Senate leaders have repeatedly stated that the Pay Bill will be definitely con- 
sidered by the Senate at this session. Neveftheless, with increasing pressure for the 
early adjournment of Congress, there is genuine alarm among Service personnel 
lest the measure may not be reached at the current session. Failure to pass the bill 
at this time would be a serious blow to the morale of the Uniformed Services. 
Senators should bear in mind that alone among Government officials and employes, 
and among those in private employment, as well, Service personnel suffered a sub- 
stantial reduction in take home pay this year. This was due to the fact that income 
tax exemptions for officers and enlisted men, operative for several years, were dis- 
continued on 1 Jan. 1949. Tax deductions, already made and to be continued, will 
offset to a considerable extent prospective pay increases under the new Dill. It is 
inconceivable that the Senate leadership will brook any unnecessary delay in bring- 
ing this vital measure to a vote. 


ARLY action should be taken by conferees of the Senate and House to adjust 

the differences of the two Congressional bodies as to the amounts to be ap- 
propriated for the support of the Military Establishment for the current fiscal year. 
The fact that the total authorized by the House is more than a billion dollars in 
excess of that approved by the Senate indicates that it may not be easy for a con- 
ference committee to agree on a compromise figure. Even with prompt action by 
the Congress, the first quarter of the fiscal year will probably be over before the 
Appropriations Bill is finally enacted. This makes it exceedingly difficult for those 
in charge of procurement and personnel management to take timely action with 
respect to anticipated requirements, and especially to effect the economies which 
may be dtrected by Congress. Defense Secretary Louis Johnson has already directed 
a sweeping reduction in military and civilian personnel with a view to effecting a 
saving of $200 million this year. While some saving may be made as a result 
of reduced costs and through the closing of certain non-essential installations, any 
further reductions will necessarily mean reduced National Security.

Supports Temporary Rank 
Editor, ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 


You have recently printed several let- 
ters on the subject of temporary vs. per- 
manent rank, all in favor of abolishing 
temporary rank, and all written, natu- 
rally, by those who would benefit by such 
action. 

How about the other side of the pic- 
ture? While many of those who have been 
advanced in permanent rank above the 
temporary ranks they. held during the 
war no doubt are fully qualified for such 
promotion, there are also many who 
have been elevated solely because of their 
age and the absence of disqualifying fac- 
tors rather than because of specific quali- 
fications. 

Many officers who were majors or It. 
colonels during the war were integrated 
as majors and have since been promoted 
two grades to permanent colonel solely 
on the basis of their age. I do not consider 
that these officers have proven their abil- 
ity as well as most officers holding tem- 
porary rank have proved theirs. I have 
been a temporary lieutenant colonel for 
seven years, and during that time have 
successfully held several positions nor- 
mally filled by full colonels, although my 
permanent rank is major. It is difficult 
enough for me to see oflicers who have 
less than half of my actual commissioned 
service jumping above me in rank merely 
because of their age, without in addition 
being reduced in rank myself and return- 
ing to the lesser duties and responsibili- 
ties I held seven years ago. 

The officers who are complaining about 
temporary rank should remember that 
they have not earned their permanent 
rank by performance of duty but only by 
virtue of their birthday or actual cervice. 
By and large, temporary promotions were 
earned the hard way, particularly in com- 
bat. 

While the present situation undoubt- 
edly adversely affects the morale of rela- 
tively few officers, I believe that an arbi- 
trary elimination of temporary rank at 
this stage would lower the morale of a 
considerable portion of the regular officer

Foreign Affairs—The Inter-American Defense Board this week completed its 
new organization, effected in accordance with the directive of the Bogota Con- 
ference of 1948. This Board is composed of officers representing the armed forces of 
21 American republics. It meets permanently in Washington under the chairman- 
ship of Lt. Gen. Willis D. Crittenberger, USA, an officer with a long and distinguished 
military record. 

The newly organized Council of Delegates of the Board will convene for the 
first time this month at the new headquarters in the Marshall Field House, 2600 
16th St., Washington, D. C. Previously the Board had its headquarters at the Octagon 
House Annex, 1735 New York Ave. This Board, composed of 60 outstanding military 
leaders from 21 participating countries, is an excellent model for the formation of 
the proposed Military Council of the Atlantic Pact countries, and its composition 
and procedure doubtless will be carefully studied by those planning the military 
organization under the recently ratified North Atlantic Security Treaty. 

The Inter-American Defense Board is a tangible expression of Western Hemi- 
sphere solidarity that gradually developed as a result of numerous conferences of 
the American republics. Close cooperation in dealing with scientific, economic, social 
and cultural matters had been achieved, but collaboration in the military fleld was 
noticeably lacking. 

At the Inter-American Conference for the Maintenance of Peace held at Buenos 
Aires in 1936 the delegates subscribed to the principle of American solidarity in 
non-continental conflicts, and called for consultation of the republics in case of a 
threat to the peace of the hemisphere. At Lima in 1938 the representatives reaffirmed 
their adherence to the principle of hemispheric solidarity, and arranged for meet- 
ings of foreign ministers to make this solidarity effective. Such meetings were held 
in Panama in 1939 and in Havana in 1940, both conferences taking place while 
hostilities in Europe were in progress. 

From the second meeting came the Havana Declaration that any attempt of 
a non-American state against the territory, sovereignty, or political independence of 
an American state would be deemed an act of aggression against the signatories of 
the declaration. This pronouncement is the same in all essentials as that contained 
tn the Atlantic Pact, formulated nearly nine years later. Immediately after the 
Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor on 7 Dec. 1941 the Pan American Union called a 
meeting of foreign ministers which was held at Rio de Janiero. At this meeting, 
which began on 15 Jan. 1942, the Inter-American Defense Board was established. It 
was composed of military and naval technicians and its purpose was to study and 
recommend measures for the defense of the continent. 

The wartime head of the Board was Lt. Gen. Stanley D. Embick, formerly 
Deputy Chief of Staff of the United States Army. Following the war he was suc- 
ceeded by Lt. Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, recently named as Deputy Chief of Staff 
of our Army. General Ridgway was succeeded by General Crittenberger, who is also 
United States military representative to the United Nations. Prior to assuming his 
present duties General Crittenberger headed the Caribbean Defense Command, and 
is thoroughly familiar with the military problems of Latin Ameria. 

The functions of the Inter-American Defense Board remain much the same as 
originally contemplated, to study and recommend measures for the defense of the 
continent. During the war the Board was primarily concerned with military prob- 
lems of immediate urgency, directly related to the conflict, but since the cessation 
of hostilities it has been able to devote greater attention to long-range planning. 
The implementation of the plans necessarily is a matter for consideration and ap- 
propriate action by the various governments. 

The Board has been recently completely reorganized along military staff lines. 
The countries are represented by outstanding Army, Navy and Air officers and a 
corps of technical military advisers. The chairman is assisted by a secretariat. 
Regular plenary meetings are held and staff units are engaged in continuous studies 
of technical matters referred to them by the Board. Necessarily, much of the busi- 
ness of the Board is classified, since it deals with subjects of high military im- 
portance. However, the scope of the activities of the group may be judged by some 
of the matters no longer classified. Subjects on which studies have been made and 
views exchanged include training of home defense units, training in the detection 
of clandestine radio transmissions, exchange of air information, transit of military 
aircraft, organization and operation of irregular forces, supervision of telecommuni- 
cations, protection of merchant marine, security against sabotage, production of 
strategic materials, anti-submarine defense, and inter-American transportation. 

Representatives of Atlantic Pact countries will meet soon to determine policies 
to be pursued under the new defensive alliance. One of the first steps will undoubtedly 
be to set up a military council with duties somewhat comparable to the Inter-Ameri- 
can Defense Board. 

Representatives of the United States, Great Britain and Canada are meeting 
in Washington this week to discuss the financial future of England. British Foreign 
Minister Ernest Bevin, Chancellor of the Exchequer Sir Stafford Cripps, and a score 
of economists are representing England. On arriving Mr. Bevin made it clear that 
England was not seeking another American loan, or other stop-gap aid to lessen the 
present economic crisis, but rather a permanent solution to the financial difficulty. 
This may mean a British proposal to tie the pound sterling to the American dollar, 
at a fixed permanent rate of exchange, backed by a stabilization fund, a suggestion 
not likely to arouse American enthusiasm. 

The tension in Europe over the controversy between Russia and Yugoslavia has 
eased. The war of words continues, but it has become largely repetitious, and is 
described by some as a shouting war, rather than a shooting war. The recent ex- 
change by Russia of large amounts of grain for English factory products is believed 
to indicate that the Soviet Union does not expect war in the near future, else the 
grain would be conserved for home use. 


The Greek nationalists have gained an impressive victory over the Communist 
guerrillas, driving them from their strongholds in the Vitsi and Grammos mountains, 
with heavy casualties. Red rebel forces have largely disintegrated, many finding 
refuge in Albania and others disappearing among the mountain villages and farms. 
American dive bombers, flown by Greek pilots, figured in the victory. Under the 
Greek aid program 30 additional reconditioned C-47 transport planes are being 
ferried to Greece by the Military Air Transport Service for the use of the Greek 
Air Farce. 











In China the Red advance on Carton appears to have been slowed, but the 
nationalists suffered a heavy blow in the defection of the local authorities at Kun- 
ming. This important center of South China has declared itself independent of the 
Canton government, and probably is negotiating with the Communists. Reports from 
Tokyo represent General Douglas MacArthur as believing that the Chinese Com 
munists can yet be defeated, if American aid is promptly provided. He is said to feel 
that 500 combat planes under the command of Maj. Gen. Claire Chennault could 
reverse the trend of current fighting and bring about a nationalist victory. 

The rightist revolt in Bolivia has been suppressed after nearly two weeks of 
hard fighting. Most of the rebel strongholds have been captured by the government, 
and some of the leaders jailed. Others have fled the country. 


Quiet AF Anniversary—Like most married couples, the Air Force will celebrate 
its second anniversary on 18 Sept. with somewhat less enthusiasm than was the case 
one year ago. In fact, the Air Force won't have any celebration at all—this in strik- 
ing contrast with last year when there were dramatic exhibits, speeches and op- 
erational flights to herald the first year of Air Force autonomy. 


But because Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson has ruled that there shall be 
no more separate Army, Navy and Air Force Day celebrations, the 421,500 officers 
and enlisted personnel of the Air Force will hold no special observances on 18 Sept. 


Nonetheless, around the world men and women of the Air Force will look back 
on the past year as one of brilliant achievement. In addition to the long range 
flights of the B-36, the non-stop B-50 flight around the world and other notable 
flight successes, the Air Force in 1949 at last realized complete autonomy on 26 July 
with the expiration of provisions of the National Security Act concerning Army 
responsibility for certain Air Force functions. Thus, the past year has seen the 
development within the Air Force of a separate Medical Service and Chaplains Corps 
and the issuance of the final separation order. In its first two years of independence, 
the Air Force could be proud of its record—albeit the fact that special ceremonies 
to trumpet the Air Force’s role on the nation’s defense team are barred. 


Army Field Forces—General Jacob L. Devers, Chief, Army Field Forces, will 
speak before the Printing House Craftsmen Club, 12 Sept. and at the Lions Club 
Luncheon the following day in his hometown of York, Pennsylvania. Brig. Gen 
Wayne C. Zimmerman has been assigned as assistant Chief, Army Field Forces 
Plans Section, replacing Col. Augustus M. Gurney, who reverted to Chief of the 
Policy Divisicn of the Plans Section. General Zimmerman was a member of the 
Army Equipment Policy Panel prior to his new assignment. 

Brig. Gen. Willard W. Irvine has been assigned to the Army Field Forces with 
duty as Air-Ground Liaison Officer, Continental Air Command, Mitchel Field, New 
York. Col. William F. Rehm, Lt. Col. Paul S. Shoemaker, Lt. Col. John L. De Witt 
and Lt. Col. Lamar C. Ratcliffe, recently transferred to Fort Monroe, have been 
assigned to the Army Field Forces Training Section. Col. John H. Doherty, who re- 
cently transferred to Fort Monroe, has been made chief of the AFF Budget and 
Fiscal Section, replacing Col. Clayton F. Fowler, who is attending the Army Finance 
School in St. Louis, Mo.

Ceremony Aboard Missouri—A brief ceremony commemorating the fourth an- 
niversary of the formal surrender of the Japanese Empire was held aboard the 
battleship USS Missouri on 2 Sept. The surrender document was signed on the deck 
ef the Missouri in Tokyo Bay, Japan, on that date in 1945. Currently serving as the 
flagship of a 10-vessel Naval task force for the second 1949 midshipmen’s training 
cruise, the Missouri was en route from Cherbourg, France, to Guantanamo, Cuba, at 
the time of the ceremony. 


The ceremony, held on the “surrender deck” of the Missouri, was attended by 
2,500 personnel aboard the battleship. It featured an opening prayer by Comdr. E. 
F. Redman, the Missouri’s chaplain; an address by Rear Adm. Allan E. Smith, task 
force commander; singing of the hymn “Onward Christian Soldiers” led by a mid- 
shipmen’s choir of 40 voices; and a closing prayer by Dr. Joseph F. Thorning, a 
civilian guest aboard the Missouri. Included in personnel attending the short cere 
mony were three officers and eight enlisted men who were present at the signing 
of the surrender document in Tokyo Bay.

Armored Center Housing Project—A commitment has been signed between 
Judge Roscoe Dalton, Louisville F.H.A. Administrator, and B. J. Harris, of Louis- 
ville, for the immediate construction at Fort Knox, Ky., of a $9,000,000, 1,000-unit 
brick veneer multiple housing project. Work on the project is scheduled to begin 
without delay. The pioneer step in this type of housing on a military reservation 
is unique in that $0 per cent of the $9,000,000 guaranteed by the F.H.A, is the largest 
ever made by the federal agency for the construction of private housing on a mili- 
tary reservation. It is also different in that the private property on government land 
will be without cost to taxpayers. 

The 1,000 units will be constructed on 160 acres of land leased from the govern- 
ment. Under the lease, which runs for 75 years, the investment company will pay 
a nominal fee for the land annually. Brainchild of Maj. Gen. William G. Livesay, 
post commander, the housing project will be financed through private capital by 
the Fort Knox Investment Company. * 

The 1,000 units will be in two areas; 386 will be erected in Gaffey Heights and 
614 will be in Rose Terrace. Gaffey Heights has been named after the late Maj. Gen. 
Hugh J. Gaffey, former Fort Knox commanding general who was kilied in an air- 
plane crash on the post 16 June 1946. Rose Terrace was named after Maj. Gen. 
Maurice Rose, wartime commander of the Third Armored Division, killed in action 
in March 1945 while leading forward elements of his command. 

At present there are more than 3,000 families eligible for adequate quarters on 
the post. There are 1,413 quarters on the post already occupied by military and 
civilian personnel. 


National Guard—The National Guard will seek 45,000 new men during a na- 
tion-wide recruiting campaign beginning 19 Sept., Maj. Gen. Kenneth F. Cramer, 
Chief of the National Guard Bureau, has announced. At its greatest peacetime 
strength in history, the National Guard had 360,101 officers and enlisted men on 
15 Aug. 1949, in some 5,100 Federally recognized units in all 48 States, the District 
of Columbia, Alaska, Hawaii and Puerto Rico. Success in the recruiting campaign, 
to extend through 19 November 1949, will enable the National Guard to attain its 
objective of 399,500 officers and enlisted men during the current fiscal year. 


Naval Dental Corps—Rear Adm. C. V. Rault, DC, USN, Assistant Chief of Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery (Denistry) and Chief of Dental Division, accompanied the 
Director of Medical Services, Department of Defense, on an inspection trip of several 
Military and Naval activities during the latter part of August.

Gen. Herman Feldman, The Quartermaster General, is expected 
to reach Secretary of the Army Gordon Gray early next week. These two officers 
were suspended by the Secreta®y of the Army as d result of developments in con- 
nection with the Congressional investigation of so-called “five per centers” who were 
alleged to have sought government contracts through personal influence with officials. 
General Waitt was reported to have given personnel information to persons not au- 
thorized to receive it, while General Feldman was said to have furnished procurement 
data to a contractor’s representative. Both have testified before a Senatorial com- 
mittee on the subject. The reinstdtement or continued suspension of these officers will 
probably be determined after the Secretary has considred the report of The Inspector 
General. 


Command and General Staff College—Opening exercises for the 1949-50 Regular 
Course of the Command and Genera! Staff College were held at Gruber Hall, Fort 
Leavenworth, Kans., on 1 Sept. Lt. Gen. M. S. Eddy, Commandant, delivered the open- 
ing address. Brig. Gen. Harlan N. Hartness, Assistant Commandant, oriented the new 
student officers, who range in rank from captain to lieutenant colonel. There are 493 
officers in this fourth regular course to be held at the College since its reorganization 
in 1946. The class will last for 10 months, with graduation exercises on 30 June 1950. 

Among the students are 426 from the Army, 13 from the Air Force, 8 from the 
Marine Corps and 1 from the Navy. In addition to the United States student officers, 
45 officers from 26 Allied nations will also attend the course. These countries include 
Argentina, Belgium, Brazil, Canada, Chile, Cuba, Denmark, Ecuador, France, Great 
Britain, Guatemala, Haiti, India, Iran, Italy, Mexico, Norway, Pakistan, Peru; Philip- 








pines, Siam, Sweden, Switzerland, Turkey, Uruguay, and Venezuela. 





MATS Schedules Resumed 


Normal scheduled transport service 
over MATS world-wide air route systerh 
is heing restored step-by-step with the 
return of aircraft, flight crews and main- 
tenance units from Operation Vittles, 
Maj. Gen. Laurence S. Kuter, Command- 
er of the Military Air Transport Service, 
has announced. 

Pre-Vittles schedules of Medical Air 
Evacuation flights within the United 
States were resumed 2 Sept., General 
Kuter said. The level of service, foreign 
and domestic, maintained before MATS 
resources were concentrated in the Berlin 
Airlift will be attained later this year. 


The “phasing out” of the Vittles airlift 
operation began 1 Aug. and will continue 
to 31 Oct. Wpon return to the United 
States, the Douglas C-54, four-engine 
transports are routed to civilian contrac- 
tors’ plants for 1,000-hour cycled recon- 
ditioning. All MATS C-54 aircraft will 
thus be restored to pre-Vittles condition 
before they are again placed in opera- 
tion. Nucleus squadron organizations will 
proceed to their assigned stations in 
MATS Atlantic, Continental or Pacific di- 
visions, to prepare for resumption of op- 
erations. 


The flexible organization of MATS 
which permitted the rapid concentration 
of aircraft, with necessary supporting 
services of Communications, Air Weather 
and Air Rescue, into the strategic airlift 
operation in Germany will be further re- 
fined, General Kuter said, in the light of 
lessons learned in Vittles. 

MATS Navy Squadron VR-8 will return 
to the Pacific Division, based at Hickam 
AFB, Hawaii. Squadron VR-<6 formerly 
operating in the Pacific will be acsigned 
Atlantic Division duty at Westover AFB, 
Chicopee Falls, Mass. Squadron VR-3, 
which during nine months of Vittles op- 
eration was assigned to the trans-Atlantic 
support runs, will operate over Continen- 
tal Division routes in the United States. 
While working with the Combined Airlift 
Task Force in Germany, both Navy 
Squadrons VR-6 and VR-8 set outstanding 
performance records. 

A high priority on returning C-54 air- 
craft has been assigned the Continental 
Division, General Kuter said. The first C- 
54 Skymasters reassigned to regular Con- 
tinental service were placed on the Med- 
ical Air Evacuation “Samaritan” sched- 
ule on a thrice-weekly basis 2 Sept. This 
service had been carried on by C-47 air- 
craft since 28 Feb. 1949. 

The Replacement Training’ Unit at 
Great Falls, Mont., which formerly 
trained pilots and crews for Vittles, is 








being converted into a Transport Train- 
ing Unit. This unit will provide pilots, 
engineers, mechanics, traffic and other 
personnel for MATS operations and sery- 
ices, with emphasis on training crews for 
new C-97A (Boeing) heavy transports as- 
signed to MATS. : 

The phasing out of the Berlin Airlift 
in August and September will make avail- 
able many additional Air Force C-54 air- 
craft. Some of these will augment the 
Alaskan schedules from Great Falls, 
Mont., and meet airlift requirements in 
the Caribbean area. Other squadrons will 
return to the Pacific Division to take up 
the transport load carried during Vittles 
by aircraft of the Marine Corps, Far East 
Air Force and by the Navy’s JRM flying 
boats. 





Army Band Conference 


A conference of Army Band Leaders 
will be conducted by the Chief of Special 
Services, Maj. Gen. Thomas W. Herren, 
at Washington, D. C., during the first 
week in October. The purpose of the con- 
ference is to obtain first-hand information 
from the field pertaining to current prob- 
lems of Army bands. 


The Chief of Special Services has re- 
cently assumed responsibility for the 
Staff supervision and training of Army 
bands and band personnel. The five-day 
conference is expected to add stimulus to 
the world-wide band program and will 
provide Special Services with the tech- 
nical information necessary in the devel- 
opment of a uniform policy for the 
general operation of Army bands. This is 
the first time in band history that guid- 
ance of the overall band program has 
been centralized in a single agency of 
the Department of the Army. 

Principal speakers at the conference 
will include Col. C. M. Virtue and Maj. 
John A. Farnham of the Personnel and 
Training Division of the Office of the Chief 
of Special Services, and representatives 
from the General and Special Staffs, 
United States Army.

U. S. COAST GUARD 








YMIRAL Joseph F. Farley, USCG, 

Commandant, announced this week 
that during the fiscal year ending 30 June 
the Coast Guard saved the lives of—or 
rescued—5,423 persons. 

In addition, the Coast Guard recorded 
9,594 cases of assistance to vessels valued 
at $1!84,452,494 and carrying cargoes 
valued at $15,134,401 (total: $199,586,895). 
Of these assistance cases, 5,105 were ma- 
jor efforts including rescues from endan- 
gered vessels, towing vessels to safety and 
the use of aircraft “under. abnormally 
hazardous conditions.” 

During the preceding fiscal year, 5,399 
persons were rescued, while assistance 
was given in 10,075 cases involving ves- 
sels and cargoes valued at $169,986,538. 
The Coast Guard estimated it would save 
approximately 6,000 lives during the cur- 
rent fiscal year. 

In its marine safety and law enforce- 
ment work, the Coast Guard reported 
investigation of 2,405 marine casualties, 
inspection of 9,510 vessels and the citation 
of 3,300 vessels for violations which re- 
sulted in fines and penalties amounting 
to $20,541. Drydock inspections totaled 
5,590,

Berlin Airlift Hdqs. 

Headquarters of the Combined Airlift 
Task Force, which was organized 14 Oct. 
1948, to direct U. S. and British opera- 
tions on the Berlin Airlift, was inacti- 
vated 1 Sept. 

Headquarters CALTF has been the sin- 
gle controlling agent over the two subor- 
dinate divisions of the airlift—the Amer- 
ican “First Airlift Task Force” and the 
British “46 Group”—since its inception. 
All of the airlift operations have been 
under the direct control of Lt. Gen. John 
K. Cannon, USAF, Commanding General 
of the United States Air Forces in Eu- 
rope. Maj. Gen. William H. Tunner, US- 
AF, who has been Commanding General 
of the Combined Airlift Task Force since 
it was organized, will return to the United 
States to his former assignment as Dep- 
uty Commander, Operations, Military Air 
Transport Service, at MATS Headquar- 
ters, Andrews AFB, Washington, D. C. 

The inactivation of the Combined Air- 
lift Task Force is part of the previously 
announced plan to reduce the scope of op- 
erations of the Berlin Airlift. This “phas- 
ing out” began 1 Aug. and will continue 
until 31 Oct. 
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Services In Air Races 


One of the highlights of the National 
Air Races in Cleveland last week-end was 
provided by Maj. Vernon A. Ford, USAF, 
who posted a new mark in the jet divi- 
sion of the Bendix Trophy Race. 

Flying a Republic F-84 Thunderjet, 
Major Ford made the cross-country dash 
at a speed of 529.614 miles an hour. The 
previous record for jets was set by the 
Air Force in 1947 at 494.78. Second and 
Third places in the event went to two 
other Air Force officers: Capt. J. E. New- 
man, and Lt. Col. L. E. Moon, respectively. 

The fastest time ever made in a closed- 
course race was posted in the jet division 
of the Thompson Trophy Race when 
Capt. Bruce Cunningham of the Fourth 
Fighter Group, Andrews AFB, Md., flew 
his North American F-86 Sabre at a 
speed of 586.173 miles an hour. Second 
place in the jet test went to another mem- 
ber of the Fourth Fighter Group. Capt. 
Martin C. Johansen, who also made the 
fastest lap of the race with a mark of 
635.444 miles an hour. 

Previous record for the jet division of 
the Thompson was 515.85, set in 1946 by 
Maj. Gus FE. Lundquist in a Lockheed 
Shooting Star. 

The Allison Jet Trophy Race from In- 
dianapolis to Cleveland by Air National 
Guard F-80C Shooting Stars was won by 
Lt. Walter C. Rew of the 196th Fighter 
Squadron. Lieutenant Rew made the 260 
mile flight in 26 minutes, 13 seconds, at 
a speed of 594.806 miles an hour. Second 
place winner was Lt. F. N. Fugate of the 
173d Fighter Squadron, with a speed of 
590.007 miles an hour. Third and Fourth 
places went to Lt. F. B. Coleman of 
the 158th Fighter Squadron and Capt 
Charles J. Bennette of the 132d Fighter 
Squadron, respectively. 

Demonstrations by the Armed Services 
included a helicopter rescue performed by 
the U. S. Coast Guard, and a troop land- 
ing by the U. S. Marine Corps Reserve. 
Marine Corps fighter-bombers strafed 
and bombed strong points in a simulated 
attack prior to the landing by the Re 
servists. Landings were made by a dozen 
C6 troop transports, followed by four 
Piasecki twin-rotor helicopters which 
placed field howitzers and crews into ac- 
tion, directly behind the landing forces. 

At the same time, four Navy jet fighters 
from the aircraft carrier Midway roared 
over the field to land in order. They were 
flown by Lt. Comdr. W. D. Biggers and 
Lieutenants D. S. Laird, E. A. Buxton, 
and Tom S. Sedaker. 

USAF planes, giving a demonstration 
of precision bombing at low levels, 
brought the spectators to their feet as 
four F-80 Lockheed Jets dived on a target 
in the middle of the field. Each of the 
four planes, led by Lt. Russell Simpson, 
laid its bombs on the small target in two 
fast passes. 

Royal Canadian Air Force pilots 
showed off their Vampire jets in precision 
maneuvers. 

One of the early events, the Tinnerman 
Trophy Race, was won by a former Navy 
pilot, B. W. McKillen, who flew a Vought 
Corsair fighter plane around the Na 
tional Air Race course at a record 386.069 
miles an hour. The previous speed record 
has been set at 362 miles an hour last 
year. 

In a new event, the Westinghouse-Navy 
jet climbing race, three Navy Banshee jet 
fighters raced from a standing start to 
30,000 feet. The event was added to the 
race schedule “to show the advances 
made in jets’ take-off and climb,” accord- 
ing to Mr. W. B. Anderson, manager of 
the Aviation Gas Turbine Division of the 
Westinghouse Electric Corporation, spon- 
sor of the demonstration. 

Two propeller-driven Navy Bearcat 
Fighters—the type plane which now holds 
the national climbing record of 94 sec- 
onds from take-off to 10,000 feet—partici- 
pated with the jets to the 10,000 foot level 
so that spectators could have a basis for 
comparison with earlier types of planes 
The Bearcats gave the jets a neck-and- 
neck race to 10,000 feet, but above that 
height the Banshees’ greater power and 
speed pushed them rapidly into the lead. 
While the event was not an official at- 
tempt at a new world climbing record, 
all flight data was turned over to the

Subsequent to the orientation course, 
a team of picked instructors from the 3d 
Armored Division with personal experi- 
ence in the application of the policies, 
procedures and methods used in the 
UMTEU, was sent to each training divi- 
sion to assist the cadres. The purpose of 
this thorough indoctrination of instructor 
personnel was to familiarize them with 
the best troop handling techniques. 

The newly indoctrinated cadremen then 
began a series of refresher courses for 
personnel within their parent organiza- 
tions. ‘This was suppiemented by on-the- 
job training for officers and enlisted men 
destined for personal contact with the 
new recruits, and specialist schooling for 
those who would instruct in technical sub- 
jects. 

Specialist training in the common spe- 
cialties of the Army was conducted in 
training regiments established for the 
purpose. In these regiments were also 
found the Leader’s Courses developed by 
OCAFF which have become an estab- 
lished element in the mass selection and 
training of potential leaders. The Lead- 
er’s Courses, designed to develop poten- 
tial leaders by instruction in and appli- 
cation of the fundamentals of leadership, 
also provide instruction in leadership, 
training methods and troop management, 
for instructors in the permanent cadre. 

These cadremen were trained to in- 
struct recruits in an eight-week basic 
training cycle, which later, as the influx 
of recruits leveled off, was given addi- 
tional scope by extending the basic peri- 
od to fourteen weks. The longer period 
had been regarded from the outset by 
Office, Chief, Army Field Forces as a mini- 
mum adequate training time. 

Training Responsibilities 

The training responsibilities of Army 
Field Forces include planning for and su- 
pervising field exercises and maneuvers— 
of Army troops alone and in conjunction 
with other services. Particularly in joint 
exercises, which involve bi-lateral com- 
mand structures, OCAFF has coordina- 
tion responsibilities, the accomplishment 
of which requires close cooperation with 
all concerned. Air-ground maneuvers 
such as ASSEMBLY, COMBINE III and 
TARHEEL, are examples of the excellent 
results which cooperation and under- 
standing produce. 

In order to keep this joint training on 
a continuing basis, with resuliant devel- 
opment of satisfactory air-ground doc- 
trine, both theoretical and practical, steps 
have been taken to establish a permanent 
organization at the operating level. This 
air-ground effort is underway now at Fort 





Bragg and Pope Air Force Base, North 
Carolina, where a Tactical Air Force 
Headquarters will coordinate with V 
Corps Headquarters and other Army units 
in the planning and conduct of joint air- 
ground training. Such coordination is 
also effected with Navy agencies in plan- 
ning joint amphibious exercises. 

The OCAFF mission entails a vital in- 
terest in the Army School system. 
OCAFF prescribes pertinent curricula in 
all Service schools of the Arms and the

Construction Increase 

The Department of Commerce esti- 
mates that the value of new construc- 
tion in the United States during August 
was $1.9 billion. Building activity during 
the month was 3 per cent higher than in 
July, a seasonal advance. Total construc- 
tion for the first eight months of 1949 
exceeded that of the corresponding period 
of 1948 by 2 per cent, thus running coun- 
ter to the downward industrial trend. 

The margin over last year in construc- 
tion was largely maintained by public 
building, including schools, hospitals, 
reclamation projects and highways. Pub- 
lic works during August showed a gain 
of 18 per cent over the same month of 
last year, while private building was 
down 8 per cent. 

In family housing all parts of the coun- 
try showed a drop in building permits for 
one-family dwellings, while gains were 
shown in most sections in city apart- 
ment projects. The estimated total of all 
types of buildings for the first eight 
months of this year was approximately 
$12.2 billion 





coordinates with schools of the Services 
all instruction which affects the Field 
Army. Conduct of the Army extension 
course program, one of the most impor- 
tant elements of our civilian compunent 
training, is an OCAFF responsibility. 
Thorough study of the program was in- 
stituted following World War II in order 
to adapt it to the present organization, 
taking into account changes in tactical 
doctrine which grew out of our wartime 
experiences. Though the program has 
been hampered by the continuing revi- 
sion of lesson material, enrollment has 
now passed the 92,000 mark and appears 
destined soon to exceed the highest pre- 
war figure of approximately 125,000. 
Civilian Components 

In discharging its training responsibil- 
ity for the Organized Reserve Corps, Re- 
serve Officers Training Corps, and the 
National Guard, OCAFF initiates policy 
directives and inspects the activities of 
the civilian components in the armory, 
the classroom and the field. The new 
three-year National Guard training pro- 
gram recently adopted was prepared un- 
der supervision of OCAFF with the assist- 
ance of a number of National Guard 
officers brought in for that purpose. This 
program includes detailed training sched- 
ules. 

In addition to its primary responsibility 
of training, OCAFF is charged with the 
development of individual and unit equip- 
ment of combat, service, and administra- 
tive units utilized in the Type Field Army. 
In accomplishing this it establishes re- 
quirements for all items of new equip- 
ment; establishes the military character- 
istics of such equipment; initiates user 
tests; and makes final recommendation 
to the Department of the Army for the 
adoption of proven items. 

Continued and active liaison is main- 
tained with other research and develop- 
ment agencies and facilities, both mili- 
tary and civilian. OCAFF has an active 
membership on the Research and Devel- 
opment Board and on each Technical 
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Shipbuilding Report 

The United States is third among the 
nations in new ship construction, the Ship- 
builders Council of America has reported. 
Presently under construction or on or- 
der in the United States are 64 vessels 
with an aggregate of 1,033,353 tons. 

Great Britain is the No. 1 shipbuilding 
nation, with 442 vessels of 3,457,678 tons 
on the ways or on order. Second is Swe- 
den with 159 vessels of 1,135,380 tons. 
Whereas Great Britain is building 76 pas- 
senger and combination passenger-car- 
go ships, the United States is construct- 
ing only six of these vessels. 

Japanese shipbuilders, reporting for 
the first time since the war, are building 
17 vessels of 118,465 gross tons. Percent- 
age-wise, Great Britain accounts for 
45.9 per cent of the total world ship con- 
struction; Sweden, 15.1 and the United 
States, 13.7 per cent. 





Service Committee. In addition, a special- 
ly trained liaison group maintains resi- 
dent liaison with the Research and 
Development Group, Logistics Division, 
GSUSA, Technical Services Laboratories, 
Air Materiel Command, and certain re- 
search laboratories of civilian universities 
and industrial establishments. This liaison 
serves to keep OCAFF abreast of current 
and projected developments of both civil- 
ian and military materiel and equipment, 
and constantly keeps the “user’s view” be- 
fore the designing and manufacturing 
agencies. Thus undesirable characteristics 
in equipment are detected and eliminated 
at the earliest possible stage of design 
or fabrication. 
Items of Equipment 

The all-important user tests on devel- 
opment items of equipment are performed 
under exacting field standards of simu- 
lated combat conditions, by one or more 
of four testing Boards which function 
under technical supervision of OCAFF, 
each Board being assigned specific cate- 
gories of equipment as a primary respun- 
sibility for testing. The decision to adopt 
a new item or to modify a standard item 
is usually based on findings of the 
Boards, which maintain constant and 
close liaison with each other and the 
various school centers. The “hand in 
hand” relationship between the establish- 
ment of trajning doctrine and the devel- 
opment of new equipment is given proper 
emphasis in all development projects. 

In addition, provision has been made 
to service test all appropriate equipment 
under extremes of climate and under 
varying environmental conditions. Hot 
temperature tests are conducted at a 
desert test site, and tests of equipment 
for use in Arctic and Sub-Arctic regions 
are carried out by the Arctic Test Branch, 
permanently established in Alaska. Many 
improvements in materiel, training and 
maintenance are a direct result of these 
service and environmental testing opera- 
tions. 

In addition to the normal planning 
functions of the Office, several advisory 
panels, bringing together the best military 
and civilian minds of our day, have met 
under OCAFF auspices to formulate pol- 
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icy based on past experience and current 
and future needs. For example, an Army 
Equipment Panel, meeting currently at 
Fort Monroe, Virginia, under chairman. 
ship of Lieutenant General R. S. McLain, 
is conducting a study of Army equipment 
policy to insure that peacetime expendi- 
tures for equipment provide maximum 
national security and that emergency 
requirements dovetail with the capabilj- 
ties of industry and the needs of the other 
Armed Forces. Similar panels have met 
to consider policies on Armor, Artillery, 
Airborne, Air Defense and Amphibious 
matters. Each has produced highly satis. 
factory results as a part of our continv- 
ous effort to make the Army a more eff- 
cient member of the Armed Forces Team.

Eligibility requirements for Food Service Ca- 
reer Field will be computed as of date of ex- 
amination with exception that all individuals 
who were promoted as a result of the Food 
Service Career Field examinations, held 16- 
19 Nov. 1948, regardless of date of promo- 
tion, will be credited with the necessary 12 
months time in grade for application for ex- 
amination to be held 13-16 Dec. 1949, where 
only 12 months time in grade is required. 
In those cases where delay in promotion was 
due to the fact that the individual was not 
in a promotable status. credit for 12 months 
service is not authorized. 

To be promoted into any of the upper three 
enlisted grades an individual must compete 
for the higher job on the basis of a uniform 
world-wide job proficiency examination. He 
is promoted against pooled world-wide va- 
cancies for the particular job and grade for 
which he is competing. There are minimum 
times in grade for eligibility for promotion 
in the upper three grades—12 months to 
grade three (Sergeant) and grade two (Ser- 
geant (First Class). and 18 months for grade 
one (Master Sergeant). 

In determining the best qualified men to 





be promoted against the pooled world-wide 
vacancies, the Army now uses a composite 
scoring technique which weighs three ele. 
ments—one derived from the job proficiency 
examination, one based on the efficiency with 
which the competitor performs his present 
job, the third based on length of service. 








“Phantom Orders’”’ Given 
Standby schedules for the emergency 


| production of $20,150,000 worth of gages 


in the event of a threat to the nationa] 
security are being distributed by the Fea- 
eral Government, it was announced this 
week by Presidential Assistant John R 
Steelman, NSRB’s Acting Chairman. 

The “phantom orders” are being divided 
among twelve companies that specialize 
in the instruments that help to make 
mass production possible. Use of the 
gages, industrial experts explain, allows 
for the assembly of parts that may have 
been made in widely-separated factories 
Experience in World War II showed that 
interchangeable parts could be assembled 
into required military equipment with 
considerably less than one per cent rejec. 
tion when the parts were passed through 
standard gages.
